Historic  District  Status 
For  Dogpatch? 


The  Dogpatch  neighborhood  is  a  rare 
and  largely  intact  example  of  an  early 
working  class  San  Francisco  neighbor- 
hood. From  the  1880s  to  the  end  of 
World  War  II,  it  thrived  as  home  to  immi- 
grant waterfront  workers  and  their 
families.  Many  important  structures 
survived  the  earthquake  and  fires  that 
destroyed  much  of  the  City  in  1906.  And 
this  history  is  what  the  Dogpatch  Neigh- 
borhood Assn.  hopes  will  establish  the 
neighborhood  as  a  historic  district. 

The  effort  to  establish  a  portion  of  the 
Dogpatch  neighborhood  —  portions  of 
Third,  Tennessee  and  Minnesota  Streets 
—  as  a  local  historic  district  has  made 
significant  progress  since  it  was  initially 
announced  in  October  2000. 

Personal  contributions  by  residents  of 
Dogpatch,  and  a  $5,000  grant  from  San 
Francisco  Beautiful,  helped  pay  for  a 
Dogpatch  Historic  Survey  completed  by 
the  architectural  firm.  Page  &  Turnbull. 
The  survey  features  photos,  documenta- 
tion and  historic  data  on  buildings  in 
the  neighborhood,  all  of  which  consti- 
tute application  for  historic  district 
status. 

The  paperwork  is  being  reviewed  for 
accuracy  by  the  Foundation  for  San 
Francisco's  Architectural  Heritage.  It 
is  also  being  provided  to  the  S.F. 
Planning  Dept.,  which  will  review  it 


along  with  its  own  cultural  resources 
survey  of  the  surrounding  Central 
Waterfront. 

"We  have  great  momentum  heading 
into  the  next  phase  of  applying  for  local 
historic  district  status."  says  Susan  Es- 
lick,  president  of  the  Dogpatch  Neigh- 
borhood Assn.  (DNA).  "Key  city  offi- 
cials are  now  supporting  neighbors  and 
volunteers  who  have  worked  on  this  for 
years,"  she  says. 

Gerald  Greene,  Director  of  the  S.F, 
Planning  Dept.,  said  that  his  department 
is  committed  to  "assisting  with  the  pre- 
servation of  Dogpatch,"  provided  surveys 
validate  its  historical  district  importance. 

Supervisors  Sophie  Maxwell  and  Aaron 
Peskin,  supporters  of  the  historic  dist- 
rict concept,  have  met  with  local  resi- 
dents and  officials  to  move  the  effort 
forward. 

The  process  of  formally  contacting 
local  property  owners  is  beginning,  as  is 
consideration  of  how  to  approach  the 
Landmarks  Preservation  Advisory 
Board.  Interested  citizens  can  stay  in- 
formed by  attending  monthly  Dogpatch 
meetings,  listed  in  the  "Getting  Involved" 
section  of  The  View.

Legal  Suit  May  Stall 
Power  Plant  Expansion

The  City  of  San  Francisco  has  filed  a 
lawsuit  against  the  Potrero  Power  Plant 
and  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Manage- 
ment District  for  endangering  public 
health  by  allowing  the  plant  to  function 
without  the  blessings  of  government 
approval.  The  power  plant,  located  on 
Illinois  between  2(Jth  and  23rd  Streets, 
was  owned  originally  by  PG&E,  then 
Southern  Energy,  and  is  now  owned  by 
Mirant  Corporation. 

The  lawsuit  alleges  that  the  Air  Quali- 
ty failed  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  (CEQA),  which  demands 
that  before  a  government  agency  approves 
any  project  that  may  impact  the  en- 
vironment, the  public  must  first  be 
allowed  to  review  and  comment  on  the 
proposed  project's  likely  environmental 
impacts. 

The  lav  .iuit  also  states  that  Mirnnt  is 
operaiing  i.s  three  -^.^-megawati 
units  in  violation  of  the  Federal  C  leun 
Air  Act.  The  Potrero  "Peakers"  have 
minimal  pollution  controls  and  are  de- 
signed for  limited  use  —  only  877  hours 
per  year.  The  Peakers  use  distillate 
fuel  oil  which  when  burned  emits  high 
amounts  of  nitrogen  oxide  (smog  pre- 
cursor), particulate  matter  (soot),  car- 
cinogenic compounds  and  nerve  toxins, 
including  lead,  mercury,  dioxin,  ben- 
zene, and  formaldehyde. 

Filed  on  behalf  of  the  Bayview/Hunters 
Point  Community  Advocates,  Communi- 
ties for  a  Better  Environment  (CBE),  and 
Our  Children's  Earth  Foundation,  the 
lawsuit  alleges  that  the  Air  Quality 
District  failed  to  comply  with  the  State 
of  California's  rules. 

Appearing  at  a  press  conference  June 
19  on  behalf  of  the  lawsuit  plaintiffs, 
Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell,  who  repre- 
sents District  10  where  the  Potrero 
plant  is  situated,  said  that  "this  plant 
is  one  of  the  dirtiest  run  in  the  city, 
and  anywhere  in  the  country."  and  has 
committed  her  office  to  support  the 
plaintiffs  in  forcing  Mirant  to  adhere 
to  the  law  regulating  power  plants. 
Maxwell  also  stressed  the  importance 


of  understanding  and  following  the 
legal  process. 

"The  Mirant  Corp.  is  behaving  like 
an  outlaw  and  the  Air  Quality  District 
is  their  wiling  accomplice  in  violat- 
ing clean  air  laws,"  said  Mike  Thomas 
of  CBE.  "This  is  one  more  reason  why 
the  Potrero  Power  Plant  should  not  be 
allowed  to  expand,"  he  continued. 

The  lawsuit  alleges  that  Mirant  fail- 
ed to  obtain  the  permits  required  by 
these  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 
That  Act  requires  Mirant  to  install 
the  most  stringent  pollution  control 
and  to  obtain  emission  offsets  for  the 
Peakers. 

"It  is  outrageous  for  our  community 
to  be  subjected  to  non-stop  operation  of 
these  noxious  units,"  said  Dogpatch 
Neighborhood  Assn.  Vice  President 
John  Borg,  also  a  member  of  the  Potrero 
Power  Plant  Citizen  Advisory  Task 
Force.  "The  southeast  corridor  already 
has  the  City's  worst  levels  of  air 
pollution  from  nearby  industries,  trucks, 
buses,  transportation  facilities,  and 
traffic,"  he  pointed  out. 

"Mirant  stands  to  profit  at  our  ex- 
pense," said  Olin  Webb  of  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  Community  Advocates. 
"Our  communities  are  already  over- 
burdened with  health  problems  from 
toxic  air.  We  are  not  going  to  inhale 
extra  pollution  in  the  name  of  the 
claimed  energy  crisis,"  he  said. 

On  March  30,  Bay  Area  Air  Quality 
Management  District  and  Mirant  entered 
into  an  agreement,  purportedly  allow- 
ing Mirant  to  operate  the  Peakers 
without  any  limits  on  the  hours  of 
operation,  but  without  any  requirement 
for  Mirant  to  obtain  permits  of  emission 
offsets  and  to  install  additional  pollu- 
tion control  equipment,  as  mandated 
by  the  Clean  Air  Act's  provisions. 

The  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act  was  designed  to  prohibit 
backroom  deals  between  government 
and  industry  by  bringing  the  permit 
approval  process  under  public  scrutiny. 
The  Air  Quality  District  entered  into 
a  backroom  deal  with  Mirant  and  then 
failed  to  open  the  deal  up  to  public 
scrutiny.

She  became  mvolved  in  the  PTA  and  soon  was  helping  out 
as  a  yard  counselor,  and  eventually  became  employed  as  a  paraprofessional,  assisting  teachers  in  the 
classroom,  and  working  with  children  in  special  education.  She  helped  establish  the  Potrero  Hill 
Clinic,  and  was  active  as  a  member  of  the  Mothers'  Club  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  the 
St  Marks  Missionary  Church,  and  was  chair  of  the  Nurse  Corps.  Mayor  Art  Agnos  proclaimed  June 
12.  1991.  as  Vera  Blue  Day.

Scaling  Mt  Shasta— A  Peak  Experience  for  Hill  Residents

Mountains  hold  a  spcrial  fsscinution 
for  humankind.  Veritable  forces  of 
nature,  mountains  dwarf  their  surround- 
ings, create  their  own  weather,  and  are 
a  sacred  link  between  the  land  we  in- 
habit and  the  mysteries  of  tlie  sky  above. 
Mountains  give  life,  in  the  form  of  hu- 
milily  and  inspiration,  to  those  who 
scale  Iheii'  slopes  and  attempt  their  sum- 
mits. And  mountains  take  life,  some- 
times slowly,  a  degree  of  body  tempera- 
ture at  a  time,  or  quickly,  in  the  instant, 
all  consuming  terror  of  an  imcontrolled 
descent. 

At  14.160  feet  above  sea  level,  the 
summit  of  Mt.  Shasta,  in  the  Cascade 
Range  of  Northern  California,  is  tame 
when  compared  to  tlie  majesty  of  Asia's 
29.n28  foot  Ml.  Everest,  or  the  22.834 
foot  elevation  of  Aconcagua  in  South 
America.  Yet,  Shasta  —  a  name  de- 
rived, some  say,  from  the  local  Native 
American  Sastise  (pronounced 
Sha'asti'sah')  people  —  is  formidablCt 
and  its  hauntingly  beautiful  snow-capped 
peak  is  not  to  be  taken  lightly. 

In  October  of  2000  1  was  a  spiritual, 
emotional,  and  physical  mess.  My  mom 
had  died,  and,  more  recently  my  dad 
died.  My  sister,  and  only  sibling,  had 
revealed  in  a  fit  of  anger,  that  my  birth 
was  the  result  of  parental  indiscretion. 
And,  my  back  was  in  perpetual  spasm  — 
a  first  prolonged  exposure  to  the 
mortality  of  the  human  body. 

So  it  was  with  a  fair  degree  of  re- 
luctance, bluster  and  bravado,  that  I 
sat  i"  a  hot  tvl?  with  feilow  "Hill" 
residents  Harold  Galicer  and  Tim 
Schafer,  I  agreed  to  climb  Mt.  Shasta. 
The  plot  was  set  by  this  conspiracy  of 
three:  Tim  had  climbed  Shasta  before; 
Harold  needed  an  excuse  to  get  into 
shape,  and  I  would  find  out  whether  a 


dormant  volcano  could  rekindle  the  fire 
in  my  soul. 

On  dark  and  penetratingly  cold  winter 
mornings,  we  went  for  training  walks: 
to  Bernol  Heights  and  Dolores  Park;  up 
to  Twin  Peaks;  and  down  the  Kmbarcadero 
to  the  Filbert  Steps.  As  the  days  grew 
lighter  and  the  walks  got  longer,  we  were 
joined  by  fellow  "Millers"  David  Fieberg 
and  Debbie  Hamilton.  With  the  time  to 
climb  drawing  near:  Tim  and  Dave 
walked  almost  every  morning;  Debbie 
jogged;  t  carried  my  40  pound  pack  from 
home  to  BART  —  from  BART  to  my  job 
teaching  anthropology  at  Cal  State  Hay- 
ward  —  and  back;  and  we  saw  less  and 
less  of  Harold. 

As  we  frequented  SportS  Basement  and 
Recreation  Equipment  International 
(RED,  in  search  of:  warm  tents  and 
sleeping  bags;  ice  axes,  crampons  and 
boots  for  the  snow  pack;  and  layers  of 
performance  clothing  suitable  for  all 
conditions,  my  life  began  to  change  for 
the  better.  I  came  to  understand  my 
pari  in  the  family  legacy,  my  sister 
apologized  and  we  reconciled,  and  with 
orthotics  and  habitual  exercise,  1  slowly 
reclaimed  a  partnership  with  my  body. 

Early  on  Friday.  June  1,  Dave  and  1 
made  the  long  four  hour  drive  north. 
With  about  an  hour  to  go,  Mt.  Shasta 
dominated  the  skyline.  Once  in  the  town 
of  Shasta,  the  magnitude  and  grandeur 
of  what  is  said  to  be  the  largest  volcano 
in  the  lower  48  states,  inspired  awe  and 
a  breathless  excitement. 

By  10  a.m.  the  next  morning,  our  group 
of  eight  —  which  now  included  Tim's 
friend  Jeff  Hurrie.  Debbie's  friend  Jody 
Taliafarro,  and  Harold's  friend  Mark 
Haller  had  breakfast,  geared  up,  and 
set  off  from  Bunny  Flats  trailhead  to- 
wards higher  ground.  In  just  under  two 
.  miles  we  reached  the  Sierra  Club  cabin 
at  Horse  Camp,  where  we  filled  our

bottles  with  spring  water,  rested,  and 
began  the  3,500  foot  ascent  to  base 
camp. 

At  different  paces,  and  with  varying 
degrees  of  difficulty,  all  eight  of  us  made 
it  to  the  Helen  Lake  staging  area  at 
10,400  feet.  We  set  up  camp,  ate  freeze 
dried  dinners,  melted  snow  into  water 
for  the  morrow's  dawn  summit  attempt, 
and  went  to  bed  early. 

The  wind  kicked  up  during  the  night, 
and  made  it  all  but  impossible  to  sleep. 
We  awoke  cold  and  groggy,  to  the  sight 
of  groups  of  climbers  high  above  us  — 
visible  as  strings  of  head  lamps  that 
cast  a  luminescent  glow  on  the  ice  — 
moving  slowly  up  the  mountain. 


Debbie  was  exhausted  by  the  previous 
day's  hike,  and  decided  not  to  go  on.  We 
were  proud  of  her,  and  of  her  friend 
Jody,  who  admirably  stayed  at  base 
camp  with  her.  Somewhere  up  slope, 
Jeff  got  ill  from  altitude  sickness,  and 
had  to  turn  back.  Mark  dropped  his 
water  bag.  and  to  stop  it  from  hurtling 
downhill  and  becoming  a  danger  to 
others,  he  had  to  step  on  it.  His  cramp- 
ons punctured  the  thin  plastic  material, 
and  without  water  he  had  to  turn  back. 

As  we  pressed  on,  up  Avalance  Gulch, 
50  mile  an  hour  wind  gusts  pelted  us 
with  what  seemed  like  little  ice  daggers.

'Juniper  Tree  Burning'

"Have  you  not  noticed,  after  many 
heartaches  and  drsillusionments,  that  in 
recommending  a  book  to  a  friend  the  less 
said  the  better?  The  moment  you  praise 
a  book  too  highly  you  awaken  resistance 
in  your  listener."  So  says  Henry  Miller 
and  tlie  truth  of  it  pulls  me  up  sliort  in 
this  business  of  Reviewing  and  recom- 
mending books,"  so  says  Henry  Miller 
ation,  that  I'd  like  to  introduce  tlie  epony- 
mous heroine  of  "Juniper  Tree  Burning," 
a  new  novel  by  Goldberry  Long. 

"Juniper  Tree  Burning"  is  the  child  of 
Faitli  and  Ray  Davis  of  Arroyo  al  Fin, 
New  Mexico,  though  this  is  not  how  she 
would  describe  herself,  nor  the  name  she'd 
use.  She'd  call  herself  Jennie  or  Jennifer 
or  maybe  the  Ugly  Chick. 

To  look  at  her,  you  might  take  her  for 
the  Ugly  Chick,  eyes  loo  close  together, 
nose  too  large,  "an  obviously  graceless 
person,"  she'd  say.  She  runs  at  night  so 
no  one  will  see  her  panting,  red  faced  and 
ungainly.  Or  you  might  see  her  long 
blond  hair,  silver  hoop  earrings  and  that 
smile  "she  has  quite  a  smile,  one  that 
curls  up,  a  crescent  at  each  corner, 
bracketing  the  grin,  giving  it  a  certain 
rakish  mischief."  She's  tall,  broad  should- 
ered, "lumberjack  genes"  she'd  tell  you, 
and  depending  if  she  liked  you  or  not,  she 
might  tell  you  about  her  grandpa  Swifty, 
the  Lumberjack  who  like  to  drop  his  hat 
from  his  perch  atop  a  redwood  and  race 
it  down. 

Jennie's  story  starts  with  her  brother. 
Sunny  Boy  Blue,  wlio  climbed  the  railing 
of  a  Seattle  ferry,  extended  his  hand  in  a 
gesture  that  eludes  his  companions  — 
did  he  wave  or  did  he'i'each  out?  Did  he 
jump  or  did  he  fall  —  the  boys  who  were 
with  him  cannot  agree,  "but  the  answer 
doesn't  matter,  because  either  way,  he's 
gone,  and  all  the  answers  in  tlie  world 
cannot  undrown  him."  This  is  prologue, 
but  it  sets  the  wheels  in  motion. 

The  next  story,  really  the  first  story  of 
the  first  chapter,  is  also  about  Sunny  Boy 
Blue,  and  how  he  ruined  Jennie'^  wedding 


with  his  bitter  toast,  "Here's  hoping  she 
doesn't  leave  you  like  she  leaves  every- 
one else,"  then  the  kidnapping. 

"Let  him  die,  the  Bride  thinks"  during 
Sunny's  toast,  "then  takes  it  back,  though 
God  isn't  listening  anyway."  She  tells  us, 
"Kverytime  i  remember  the  way  he  ruined 
it  all,  meaning  everything  that  mattered 
to  me,  I  find  myself  sucked  into  the  scene 
as  if  it  were  unfolding  again,  as  if  this 
time  I  can  change  its  inevitable  conclus- 
ion. But  this  is  history,  Jennie  my  dear, 
and  so  it  will  happen  the  same  way  every 
time.  Even  you  cannot  revise  it.  Even 
God." 

Where  this  story  truly  begins,  Jennie/ 
Juniper  cannot  say.  Does  it  begin  with 
Sunny's  birth,  backwards  and  terrible  in 
the  cracked  house,  or  before  that  with 
the  piano,  or  earlier  in  Seattle?  We  see 
the  house  with  no  running  water,  the 
piano,  Jennie's  mother.  Faith,  and  Ray, 
the  wild  and  wooly  cowboy  daddy.  "My 
father  is  the  King  of  Leaving"  she  tells  us 
and  we  believe  her,  and  she  tells  us  she 
will  forgive  him  anything  because  he  has 
the  saddest  eyes  in  all  the  world.  She 
tells  of  Sunny  Boy  Blue  and  how  much  she 
loved  him  even  before  he  was  born,  how 
she  told  him  stories  and  baked  him  cakes 
and  made  promises  she  couldn't  keep. 
And  in  all  the  telling  in  all  the  stories,  a 
picture  emerges  of  a  family  as  real  as 
any  family  in  fiction  and  we  too  wish  we 
could  change  the  inevitable  conclusion. 

In  "Aspects  of  the  Novel,"  H.M.  Forster 
tells  us  that  a  character  in  a  book  is  real 
when  the  novelist  knows  and  can  tell  us 
everything  about  them,  "and  we  get  from 
this  a  reality  of  a  kind  we  can  never  get 
in  daily  life."  This  is  the  quality  that 
makes  great  books  such  satisfying  com- 
panions, and  this  is  precisely  what  Gold- 
berry Long  gives  us  in  "Juniper  Tree 
Burning."  I  recommend  it  wholeheartedly 
and  hope  that  you  will  enjoy  it  as  /  did.

Black  and  Jewish 
residents  of  this  very  poor  area  formed  the 
Brownsville  Boys  Club,  which  became  famous 
for  Its  uniquely  integrated  sports  teams  and 
mixers  Everyone  in  the  neighborhood  was  poor, 
and  it  was  easier  for  them  to  trust  lhan  lo  fear 
each  other,  veterans  of  that  period  -  both  Black 
and  Jewish  -  recount  in  the  film. 

But  afler  the  war,  the  neighborhood  was 
changed  forever  when  urban  renewal  brought 
massive  public  housing  projects  to  Ihe 
neighborhood,  and  with  them,  an  even  poorer 
population  and  a  rising  crime  rate. 

In  1968.  this  neighborhood  thai  had  once 
represented  a  unique  level  of  racial  cooperation 
became  the  national  symbol  for  conflict,  during 
Ihe  Ocean  Hill-Brownsville  School  war  —  the 
fight  between  a  community  control  board, 
established  as  an  experimental  program  by  the 
Ford  Foundation,  and  the  teachers'  union  that 
had  just  won  collective  bargaining  rights. 

Because  the  film  only  interviews  former 
participants  in  this  conflict,  and  includes  no 
outside  commentary,  this  section  lacks  some  of 
the  broader  analysis  that  could  have  been 
valuable,  for  example,  in  today  's  discussion 
about  charter  schools  and  the  role  of  teachers 
and  their  unions. 

In  a  bittersweet  ending,  one  sees  that  the 
polarization  of  the  "608  has  touched  even  the 
veterans  of  the  integrationist  generation,  who 
hold  reunions  to  recall  their  Brownsville  days  - 
but  separately. 


A  side  ol  ihe  Hollywood  blacklist  unknown  i() 
many  is  shoun  m  Karl  Francis'  docudrama. 
"One  of  the  Hollywood  Ten."  starring  JetT 
Goldblum  and  Greta  Scacchi-  This  film,  which 
showed  earlier  this  year  at  the  San  Francisco 
International  Film  Festival,  reflects  the  political 
and  personal  struggles  of  blacklisted  director 
Herbert  Bibemian  as  he  fought  government  and 
studio  harassment  to  make  "The  Salt  ofthc 
Earth,"  the  story  of  striking  Arizona  miners 

Two  films  cover  the  immediate  pre-  and  post- 
World  War  II  period  in  France,  and  touch  upon 
the  strain  of  anti-Semitism  thai  existed  in  that 
country  -  even  in  the  left  wing  movement 
Mosco  Boucault's  "Terrorists  in  Reliremeni" 
demonstrates  that  anti-Nazi  underground 
activities  in  Pans  were  carried  out  largely  by 
foreign-bom  -  and.  in  particular.  Jewish  - 
workers.  But  as  the  war  was  nearing  its  close, 
the  French  left  brushed  them  aside  in  its  desire 
to  have  native  French  names  -  not  Jewish. 
Italian,  or  Armenian  ones  -  representing  the 
Resistance, 

The  conflict  in  the  French  Left  itself,  between 
the  Communist  and  Trotskyist  movements  right 
before  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II,  is 
represented  in  "Disparus."  a  compelling  political 
mystery  that  mixes  political  conflict  with  a 
personal  menage  a  trois. 

A  number  of  films  in  the  Festival  uncover 
family  secrets,  and  also  show  that  lives 
considered  ordinary  -  by  those  who  live  them 
and  by  others  -  can  be  most  interesting  at  the  end 
of  the  nght  lens. 

Most  intnguing  of  the  bunch.  David  Fisher's 
"Love  Inventory,"  shows  an  Israeli  family 
searching  for  information  about  a  brother  and 
sister  who  died  in  infancy.  As  they  uncover  one 
bit  of  history  after  another,  they  also  uncover 
their  own  family  dynamic  and  examine  how 
each  relates  to  the  whole.  In  "Family  Secret. " 
Pola  Rapapon  finds  a  half-brother  from 
Romania,  and  here.  too.  ihc  exploration  of 
family  history  enables  both  to  leam  more  about 
themselves. 

The  Festival  offers  a  retrospective  of  works  by 
Alan  Berliner  —  "Intimate  Stranger"  ( 1991 )  and 
"Nobody's  Business"  { 1996)  both  of  which 
artfully  use  documents,  footage,  and  photos  to 


create  a  sense  of  what  made  his  father's  and 
grandfather's  lives  anything  but  ordinary. 
Berliner's  latest  film,  "The  Sweetest  Sound," 
will  premiere  locally  at  the  Festival. 

Closing  night  feature  in  San  Francisco  will  be 
Sandi  Simca  Dubowski's  documentary, 
"Trembling  Before  G-d,"  which  contains 
personal  stories  of  gay  or  lesbian  Hasidic  or 
Orthodox  Jews  trying  lo  deal  with  the 
contradiction  between  their  sexual  orientation 
and  what  they  believe  their  religion  says  about 
It  And  Gonen  Glaser's  "It  Will  End  Up  In 
Tears,"  about  an  Israeli  family  dealing  with  their 
daughter's  lesbianism,  is  being  shown  as  part  of 
the  program.  "Jewish  Girls  in  Shorts  " 

A  number  of  films  reflect  life  and  conflict  in 
the  Middle  East.  "Kippur"  from  Amos  Gitai  is 
based  on  his  own  memories  of  military  service 
in  the  1973  Yom  Kippur  War.  Joseph  Cedar's 


"Time  of  Favor."  which  won  six  Israeli 
Academy  Awards,  is  a  thriller  about  religious 
nationalist  settlers  who  conspire  to  blow  up  the 
Dome  of  the  Rock  mosque  on  the  Temple 
Mount 

In  "Promises,"  Carlos  Bolado.  B  Z  Goldberg, 
and  Justine  Shapiro  focus  on  seven  Israeli  and 
Palestinian  children  who  live  in  and  near 
Jerusalem,  "Street  Under  Fire."  by  Amir  Tal  and 
Kobi  Yonatan,  is  a  timely  documentary  that 
features  interviews  with  residents  of  a  Jerusalem 
neighborhood  that  has  been  the  target  of  sniper 
attacks  from  the  adjacent  Palestinian  village  of 
Beit  Jala  since  the  beginning  of  the  new  intifada

When  someone  ahead  accidently  kicked 
lose  a  rock,  the  climbers  below  had  lo 
duck  or  dive  to  avoid  the  potentially 
lethal  missle.  Close  by,  a  climber 
slipped,  and  slid  25  feet,  before  self 
arresting  with  an  ice  axe.  After  re- 
gaining her  composure,  she  headed  back 
down. 

I  pushed  on,  up  the  2500  foot  snow 
field,  up  the  35  degree  slope,  and 
finally,  past  Red  Banks,  to  the  top  of 
Avalance  Gulch  at  12.800  feet.  Head- 
ing north  I  passed  several  leaders  who 
were  turning  ttieir  groups  around.  As  I 
crossed  the  saddle,  and  switch-backed 
my  way  up  Thumb  Rock,  I  began  to 
notice  that  the  ranks  had  culled  quite  a 
bit.  This  had  dire  consequences  for  me, 
as  I  reached  a  plateau  with  slopes  lead- 
ing off  in  two  directions,  and  was  un- 
sure of  the  correct  route  to  the  summit. 
As  wind  gusts  reached  7  0  miles  an  hour 
1  suffered  from  chills  and  over 
exposure,  while  1  waited  a  half  hour  for 
directions. 

Meanwhile,  Dave  had  reached  the  top 
of  Avalance  Gulch,  crossed  the  saddle 
and  then  decided  to  head  back.  As  Dave 
turned  round,  he  passed  Tim.  who 
lamented  the  decision  of  his  training 
buddy,  and  pressed  on.  But  just  as  he 
was  about  to  take  his  first  step  down. 
Dave  had  a  change  of  heart  and  turned 
round  again.  He  rejoined  Tim  and 
continued  on  towards  the  summit.  Half 
an  hour  down  slope,  Harold  was  making 
slow,  but  steady  progress  up  the 
mountain. 

As  1  crested  Misery  Hill  two  of  the 
three  climbers  I  was  following  were 
literally  blown  off  their  feet  and  into 
the  air  by  a  gust  of  wind.  I  thanked 
them  by  guiding  me  this  far.  as  they 
turned  around  —  only  about  300  feet  in 
elevation  from  the  top  —  and  headed 
back  down  the  mountain.  Their  friend, 
now  far  ahead,  was  climbing  the  last 
hill  to  the  summit.  I  turned  to  follow. 

And  as  1  trudged  on,  1  noticed  that 
the  climber  in  front  of  me  had  dis- 
appeared around  the  last  corner  to  the 
summit.  All  too  soon  it  seemed,  he  was 
heading  down  slope  towards  me.  "Why 
are  you  coming  down  so  soon?"  I  asked. 
"Be  careful,"  he  answered,  gulping  for 
air  as  he  spoke,  "it's  really  treacherous 
up  there!" 


The  day  before.  Dave  had  talked 
with  someone  who  summitted.  "It  was 
sunny,"  the  climber  recounted,  "and 
the  weather  was  mild.  There  were 
about  100  of  us  standing  around,  taking 
in  the  view  and  reveling  in  the  moment." 
In  contrast,  I  was  alone  at  the  summit 
and  the  howling  wind  made  it  a  most  in- 
hospitable place.  The  climber  who 
talked  to  Dave  had  said  that  the  day 
before  "people  were  at  the  summit  for 
45  minutes."  As  Dave  would  later  re- 
call, ".  .  .  we  were  on  the  summit  only 
four  to  five  minutes." 

I  passed  Dave  and  Tim  on  the  way 
down,  and  informed  them  of  summit 
conditions.  They  in  turn,  informed  me 
that  1  looked  awful,  "shivering  violent- 
ly, with  frozen  snot  on  Imy)  face."  As 
1  watched  Tim  and  Dave  head  off  towards 
the  summit,  my  vision  became  blurry. 
By  the  time  I  passed  Harold,  the  world 
around  me  was  glare  and  shadow.  1  was 
snow  blind. 

I  was  moving  cautiously  down  Ava- 
lanche Gulch,  when  Dave  and  Tim  found 
me.  and  acted  as  my  eyes.  Back  at 
base  camp.  I  collapsed  in  a  crumpled 
heap,  and  slept  for  an  hour.   When  1 
awoke,  my  stuff  was  packed,  Tim  cook- 
ed me  food  that  Dave  fed  me,  and  Mark 
gave  me  his  polarized  sun  glasses  so  1 
could  recover  my  vision.  "That's  the 
way  climbers  are."  Tim  explained, 
"they're  either  saving  someone  or  being 
saved  by  someone."  Harold,  who  had 
summitted,  rejoined  just  in  time  for  the 
hike  back  to  the  cars  and  the  long  drive 
home. 

The  question  before  me,  indeed  before 
all  of  us,  is  what  do  we  learn  from  life 
experiences  like  the  climbing  of  Mt. 
Shasta?  First,  1  believe  time  heals  all 
wounds.  Seem  insurmountable  now. 
Wait  awhile,  it  will  be  manageable. 
Second,  never  underestimate  the  power 
of  group  allegiance.  The  four  who 
summitted,  had  the  strongest  sense  of 
group  identity. 

An  aside,  you  stand  on  the  shoulders 
of  those  who  came  before  you,  and 
beside  those  who  journey  through  Iile 
with  you.  Think  you  did  it  on  your  own, 
think  again.  Third,  and  last,  we  all  need 
a  good  challenge  from  time  to  time.  It 
does  not  have  to  be  "risk  taking  behavior," 
just  something  that  reminds  you  what  a 
peak  experience  it  is  to  live  a  more  or  less 
predictable,  ordinary,  everyday  life.
